State and local 
governments, within broad 
Federal guidelines, have the 
flexibility to choose eligible 
neighborhoods, kinds of rental 
properties, and financing 
techniques—whether to grant 
or loan RAP funds. 

Some key elements of the 


program are that grant funds 
must be used to finance the 
rehabilitation of privately 
owned, primarily residential 
rental properties. In order to 
leverage private dollars, reha- 
bilitation subsidies cover one- 
half of costs up to $5,000 per 
unit, The program has a strong 
lower-income benefit require- 
ment in that each city must 
spend 70 to 100 percent of its 
funds on rehabilitated proper- 
ites initially occupied by lower- 
income tenants and properties 
must be located in lower- 
income neighborhoods. Grant 
funds may only be used to cor- 
rect substandard conditions, 
make essential improvements, 
and repair major systems in 
danger of failure. The program 
also places emphasis on pro- 
duction of units for families, 
two bedroom and larger units. 

Unlike past Federal housing 
programs, units are rented at 
market rents and no special 
project rent controls or restric- 


tions are allowed. The basis of 
this “split subsidy” approach is 
that moderate capital subsi- 
dies make the rehabilitation 
feasible while the Housing 
Vouchers make the units affor- 
dable to lower-income tenants. 
Eligible tenants living in reha- 
bilitated units may choose to 
remain or move with their 
Housing Vouchers. 

In the three previous fiscal 
years, $371 million has been 
made available for 


rehabilita- . 


Generally cities, counties 
and State programs have been 
very successful in producing 
standard, affordable rental 
units for lower-income fami- 
lies. Many of them have com- 
mitted all prior year funds and 
are anxious to use the $200 mil- 
lion in new program funds this 
year. 

The program is generally 
administered by the local hous- 


tion grants with almost 75,000 
Section 8 Certificates or Hous- 
ing Vouchers for tenants. Pro- 
gram performance to date has 
been outstanding with over 
$242 million committed 
representing 75,000 units 
underway. The $242 million in 
RAP funds have generated 
$466 million (1:2 ratio) in other 
funds invested in the rehabili- 
tation of these units with an 
average of $9,400 in total reha- 
bilitation costs and an average 
RRP subsidy of $3,200 per unit.

At a time when racial indiffer- 
ence and insensitivity typify the 
national mood, the alumni, faculty,

CSU's Communication Depart- 
ment ina study was placed in the 
top three in the country. The con- 
cepts of fairness and equality have 
merit in the abstract. However, 
they come alive in the concrete 
when Blacks and whites examine 
the documentation and the dia- 
logue in the same classroom. 

This developes adequate under- 
standing and cultural sophistice- 
tion. The context must be aug- 
mented.

Several times after my expe- 
rience, | visited the professor's 
office discussing a test or two.

Cleveland State University 
knows the quality of life that exists 
because of a comprehensive edu- 
cation in which one sees “himself” 
as a contributing entity. Group IV 
courses speak to this long, age- 
old; tired issue. 

My daughter, who attends 
another University, which is pre- 
dominantly white, expressed that 
she finds herself constantly 
drained from always answering 
questions about Blacks and teach- 
ing people that the Biack culture 
has produced great people and, as 
@ race, we too boast of doctors, 
lawyers, inventors, entertainers, 
political leaders, mayors, and Uni- 
ted States Presidential Candi- 
dates. We're not all athletes. We 
too sing America. 

All students who attend CSU 
need to take Rhetoric of Black 
America. This course contains 
powerful documentation that 
articulates a rich history in this 
country of Blacks: lawyers, execu- 
tive level politicians, community 
leaders, scientists, etc. 

These African-Americans 
learned that the preservation of 
identity and cultural ethos was & 
major agenda for the administra- 
tion of the “States.” 

Though familiar with the “tradi- 
tion,” they were comfortable with 
their own difference. They realized 
the need to be valued for their dif- 
ference, in order to consolidate a 
healthy ethnic identity. 


It does make a difference’in the 
documentation and scholarship to 
which the minds of students are 


exposed. 

it is a tall order for those who 
may find it difficult to see how they 
can be personally enhanced and 
positively changed by engaging in 

meaningful relationships with 
Black Americans, ~ 

Alphonso Pinkney wrote in the 
“African American,”: 

“For neatly three and a half cen- 
turies White-Americans continue 
to react to African-Americans with 
a mass irrationality that precludes 
our entrance into the larger 
society.” 

With all the in mind, | ask: What 
will happen to Group IV courses?

Temple himself has overcome 
difficult odds to become a suc- 
cessful lawyer. Many of his child- 
hood friends ended up on drugs or 
in jail. Only a set of self-imposed 
“rules” kept him on track, enabling 
him to achieve leadership posi- 
tions like President of the National 
Conference of Black Lawyers and 
his current job as Senior Staff 
Counsel of the District of Colum- 
bia Committee in Congress. 

He is one of a growing number 
of successful young Black men 
who are coming forward to help 
our youth make the mast of them- 
selves. Thesé'men afe holding 
workshops, working with children 
one-on-one, or simply providing 
role models for our children to see 
and emulate. 

Temple passes along what he 
has learned in motivational talks to 
Black youngsters in churches, 
schools and other community set- 
tings. He asks youths their aspira- 
tions, challenges them to think for 
themselves, and urges them to be 
responsible. 

He doesn’t just talk -- he listens. 

It was at one of his talks (before 
a GED class) that Temple met 
Jalania Sutton, a young woman 
whom he encouraged and helped 


to seek higher education. Sutton i 
now enrolled at Morehead Sta! 
University in Kentucky and 
“doing real well there,” Temp 

says. 


Temple founded the Washing 
ton DC chapter of Concerned 
Black Men, an excellent organiz 
tion that was started ten years aga 
in Philadelphia. The group 
helped thousands of Black yout! 
by sponsoring programs lik 
essay contests and awards b 
quets that are designed to help 
build their self-esteem. The org 
izations’ greatest; contribution ki 
that i-brings our youth togell 
with the leaders in the busii 
and civic communities.

CLOSING THE GAP

“The jubilation over Black gains has to 
be quieted a bit because of some dis- 


turbing patterns...” 


Black progress has been no 
less than phenomenal. According 
to “Closing the Gap: Forty Years 
of Black Progress," a Rand Cor- 
poration study by James P. Smith 
and Finis R. Welch, Blacks have 
made gains unthinkable as late as 
the eve of World War Il. 

“In 1940, the typical Black male 
earned around $4,500 (in 1984 
dollars); a similarly employed 
Black male earned almost 
$19,000 by 1980." Another way of 
putting it is that a typical Black 
male worker earned 43 percent as 
much a his white counterpart; by 
1980; he earned 73 percent. 

Comparably educated Black 
men used to earn 50 percent of 
the wages of white men. "By 
1980, comparably educated Black 
men earned 75 to 82 percent as 
much as white men.” In 1940, 
only 8 percent of Black men 
earned incomes higher than the 
average white. By 1980, 29 per- 
cent of Black men earned more 
than the median white. 

Smith and Welch algo report 
that “by 1960, Biack intact fami- 
lies earned 82 percent as much 
as white families, more than dou- 
ble the income ratio of 1940.” 


What explains this dramatic 
closing of the racial income gap? 
Smith and Welch say that “affir- 
mative action cannot be the 
whole story nor, for that matter, a 
very large part of it," because the 
major portion of Black gains over 


the last 40 years occurred before 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 

Narrowing of the racial income 
gap was 4 result of other factors. 
Smith and Welch point to Black 
migration both from rural to 
urban areas and from the South 
to the North in the quest for 
higher wages. More important 
than migration were improve- 
ments in the length and quality of 
schooling received by Blacks. 
Blacks also benefitted trom rapid 
economic growth between 1940 
and 1970 and elimination of gross 
forms of discrimination. 


Young Black college graduates 
* who received wage bonuses by 
firms scurrying around to meet 
“goals and timetables” were the 
main beneficiaries of affirmative 
action. These Blacks received 
short-term, now dissipated gains 
from affirmative action, but gains 
in professional and managerial 
positions covered by federal con- 
tract compliance are 
rated. 

Smith and Welch found evi- 
dence that firms have been rec- 
lassifying jobs held by Blacks 
into the professional and 
managerial categories, in order to 
inflate overall minority 
representation. 

The jubilation over Black gains 
has to be quieted a bit because of 
some distrubing patterns that 
Smith and identify: “the 
deterioration of the Black family, 
the decline in American eco- 


nomic growth, rising Black =, 
unemployment, and a confused 
and unfocused public policy 
debate on race.” 4 

In 1940, 18 percent of Blacic! 
and 10 percent of white familige : 
were headed by females as ce 
pared with nearly 50 percent of 
Black and 12 percent of white 
families headed by females 
today. If Black family stability . 
continued, Black poverty would 
be one-half its current rate of 
nearly 35 percent. 

A full 45 percent of the reduc- 
tion in Black poverty since 1840 
has been due to economic 
growth. Between 1970 and 1980, 
confused federal policy yielded 
real GNP increases of less than ¢ 
percent. Since 1970, the eco- 
nomic progress of Blacks has 
been offset by large increases in’ 
Black unem; 

A major obstacle to further 
progress is the confused public 
policy debate. Safety net pro-~ 
grams cannot serve as vehicles 
for long-term poverty 
because they do not teach 
and may even trap Blacks lato a 
culture of poverty. \

“I've seen over 5,000 women 
in the last seven years, and I'd 
say over 90 percent of them 

» have heard that threat,” Sandi 
Allen, program director for 
Choices, a shelter for battered 
women, said. Indeed, Allen 
said studies have estimated 
that between 25 and 60 percent 
of all married women will be 
the victims of spouse abuse in 
their lifetime. At the low rate, 
she estimates, Columbus and 
Franklin County alone contain 
50,000 victims. - 

When Wendell Moore was 
arrested, he was later arraigned. 

- At the time of his arraignment, 
he was out on bail, the bond 
having been set by statute at 
$500 for domestic violence —- 
the same as for OMVI. Ha w 
also given a copy of the 

* porary protettion order, 
stated that he could not go 
near his wife. The law concern- 
ing TPOs was changed in the 
wake of the murder of another 
Columbus woman, Vicki Berk, 
by her estranged husband in 
1985. Refusal to obey a TPO is 
now a 4th-degree|misde- 
meanor, - 

“But that wasn’t the situation 
in this case," Franklin County 
Municipal Court Judge Janet 
Jackson said. “This was the 
first time these folks had ever 
been in our system.” 

The death of Lasonda 
Moore, her family -- and her 
estranged husband -- thus 
happened in an environmentin 
which all the rules of court 
were followed appropriately 
and every proper legal precau- 
tion was taken to protect the 
wife. That indicates the great 
difficulties involved in address- 
ing domestic violence issues.

“People are still very uneasy 
with the whole idea of domes- 
tic violence,” Jackson said. 
“Some people see it as the 
crime that it is, but some peo- 
ple have a hard time dealing 
with it as a crime.” 

Societal factors enter into 
this, as Sandi Allen notes. “In 
the early years, (wife beating) 
was condoned,” Allen said. 
indeed, laws used to only regu- 
late the instrument which 
someone could use. 

“It's going to take societal 
attitudes a long time to catch 
up,” to the realities of the crim- 
inality of spouse abuse, Allen 
asserts. 

But spouse abuse is a prob- 
lem far different in degree an

ment intermingle, in the heart 
and mind of the abused 
spouse, with justice and ven- 
geance to ensure that few wife 
abusers are actually brought to 
justice. 

Jackson recalled that she 
has seen women who are 
housewives file charges, until 
they recognize that, if their 
husband is incarcerated, they 
will have no other means of 
support. “I've had people say, 
‘please reduce the bond, 
because he needs to work,” 
Jackson noted. 

One mother, Jackson said, 
who had been abused by her 
son, dropped the charges 
because he promised to quit 
taking the drugs which had 
caused him to attack her and 
take her money. 

“Our legal system is an 
adversarial system,” Sandi 
Allen said, “and there is no way 
it can solve problems within a 
family." 

And, it is impossible to pre- 
dict when the seething anger in 
a family that has burst into vio- 
lence will finally erupt into 
homicide. Death threats like 
Moore's are so frighteningly 
normal that it is difficult for 
prosecutors, judges -- and 
even wives themselves — to 
determine whether they will be 
acted out. 

“There are so many degrees 
of domestic violence,” Jackson 
notes. The societal question 
then, as Jackson sees it, is, “do 
you treat them all the same?” If 
society did, then hundreds of 
men in Columbus alone would 
be incarcerated on a daily 
basis -- often against the 
wishes of the spouse who had 
been.beaten.

Jackson urges the develop-*’ 
ment of counseling programs 
for victims of spouse abuse. “If 
the victim feels that she's in 
jeopardy, she needs to go to 
some places like Choices,” 
Jackson said. 

Jackson is also urging train- 
ing of community organiza- 
tions and individuals, like 
clergy, to sensitize them to the 
problem of spousal abuse. 
Allen said that Choices is 
attempting to target the clergy 
with such training. 

In many relationships, early 
detection is key to solving the 
spouse abuse problem, Allen 
notes. 

“it is very unlikely that the 
first time you're on a date, 


‘ou're going to beat (a waman) 
“Wei 5 ext 
ras . toth fateh to 
kil (her)," Allen said: "I€ builds 
and builds.” Spousal violence 
“increases in frequency and 
severity” throughout the rela- 
tionship; thus the pattern of 
violence must be identified and 
addressed early so it can be 
curtailed, Allen said. 

The problem is societal, and 
not confined to poor people, 
Allen said. “One of the sites 
(for the Choices program) is at 
Riverside Hospital,’ in an 
affluent area. “Just as much 
abuse is going on in Upper 
Arlington, Muirfield and Wor- 
thington” as anywhere else in 
the area, Allen said. 

Solving the problem is going 
to take time, Jackson believes. 
And, the solution, on a societal 
level, is going to encompass 
nat only the legal system, but 
the services of family counse- 
lors to help defuse the rage that 
erupts into violence, and helps 
prepare the spouse for that 
violence. 

But those incremental mea- 
sures are slow. And, Jackson 
sadly believes, “there will 
probably be some other Vicki 
Berkes and other Moores 
before it's all over.”

Right now, the dream is still 
yn paper: Lewis Smoot's vision 
of a revitalized near eastside 
area, capped by a several mil- 
ion dollar office building and 
mostly marketrate town- 
houses, only exists in the archi- 
ect’s drawings. 

However, Smoot knows that, 
with building and development 
expertise and several million 
dollars, this dram can leap 
from the paper into reality. 
And, he is counting on the 
support of people in the bank- 
ing and finance community to 
help make it possible. 

“All development is depend- 
ent on proper financing,” 
Smoot cautions. However, the

Steven Cheek is attempting 
to make that happen. From his 
post as executive director of 
the 1-670 Corridor Develop- 
ment Committee, he oversees

the development of an 18 
square-mile corridor which 
runs from downtewn past the 
airport. 

The toughest area to develop 
in that corridor may be the mid- 
corridor area, which encom- 
passes the near eastside. 

“The mid-corridor area 
suffers from years of disinv- 
estment and neglect,” Cheek 
said. However, not it appears 
that a consortium of con- 
cerned Blacks and whites are 
interested in making the area 
vibrant again. 
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Smoot's plans are only part 
of the activities which are con- 
templated in the area, Other 
efforts include the “Shiloh 
City” project, on a block east of 
the Shiloh Baptist Church, and 
a block of infill housing spon- 
sored by the Second Baptist 
Church on 17th Ave. between 
Long St. and Mt. Vernon Ave. 

Cheek believes there is 
interest on the part of the bank- 
ing community in developing 
the area.

“True affirmative action 
transcends ‘compliance’ with 
the law. It is an act of con- 
science that results from an 
enlightened consciousness,” 
Celeste asserted. 

“It is certainly clear to me 
that the university, of all the 
institutions we have, has the 
greatest potential--and per- 
haps the greatest respansibili- 
ty--for the promotion of con- 
sciousness raising on issues of 
social and political equality.” 

Governor Celeste soon will 
launch a state Inter-Agency 
Council on Women's Issues, 
she said. The new organization 
will bring affirmative action 
principles to policy develop-

lronically, the categories of 
people that are “protected” by 
affirmative action policies 
cover a wide spectrum of indi-

Celeste said. “It appears that 
the great majority of the people 
must be protected by law from 
the power of a tiny minority,” 
she said. 

Celeste cited her own expe- 
riences ina family environment 
that ensures equality. “Affirma- 
tive action not only changes 
what Is wrong; it preserves 
what is right in this world,” she 


concluded. 

Changing the structure of 
the workforce or of a student 
body is not enough, she said.
